Patrolman Andrew Thomas, a mem- 


ber of the Connellsville police force, 
laa't "night confirmed rumors that an 
alleged attempt had been made by Pa- 
trolman D. H. Turner to "flame" him 
In connection with the disappearance 
Of some whisky from Cell No. 13 at 
the city hall, where Thomas placed it 
on last Saturday eve'ning after confis- 
cating it. Thomas said Turner denied j 
the story on Thursday night, but, that 
he could not help but balleve the 
frame-up had been attempted.
